City Judge Tho W. Neale is a 
member of a State-wide organi¬ 
zation of city judges formed dur¬ 
ing the convention of the 
League of Municipalities in 
Pasadena this week. 

"One of the first stens of the 
organization,” said Judge Neale, 
“will be to petition the legisla¬ 
ture for enactment of a uniform 
State-wide traffic law. At meet¬ 
ings of the judges this week a 
rompririson of the traffic ordl- 
^ nances of cities and counties in 
various parts of the State showed 
an astounding and ridiculous 
variation. 

"For instance the judge in 
Woodland reported that a heavy 
fine is provided by the ordinance 
In his city for driving more than 
20 miles an hour, whereas when 
he came through Los Angeles he 
was warned by traffic officers 
to hit it up to 40 miles or be 
haled to court. 

"Quite as ridiculous is the mat¬ 
ter of fines for running through 
I a boulevard stop. In some cities 
up north the fine is as much as 
$50 for the first offense, while 
In other cities it is as low as $2. 

"It was the consensus of opin¬ 
ion of the Judges that minor 
traffic law violations should be 
taken out of the criminal and 
placed in the civil code, leaving 
1 only speeding, drunk and reckless 
j driving listed as criminal of¬ 
fenses.”
